With 
threads of factual and fictitious personalities 
woven together, Masters creates a chilling 
and honest perspective of what life was like 
in a rural Illinois town during the mid to late 
1800s. While Spoon River is a town conjured 
up by Masters mind, the central Illinois Fulton 
County still holds festivals and tours of the 
scenic Spoon River Valley.

ICE is headed up by Miss 
Nelson who visits each student’s place of employment and 
meets with their supervisor to evaluate their performance- 
these visits are not always announced! In the classroom, 
students are taught good work ethics and skills, as well as an 
understanding of how to file taxes and fill out W2 forms. Many 
students are in leadership and managerial positions within their 
work places.

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CSI: Lowell 
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Was it Joe Kool, with the knife in the car? That is what students who were involved 
with the first ever CSI (crime scene investigation) Lowell had to figure out. Students from the Law 
Enforcement, Biology, and Personal Law classes came together to solve this gruesome mock murder. 

On a December 2nd, 2003, a car was discovered in the school’s parking lot. Inside was the 
body of a murdered woman. It was reported to the police station inside the school (also known as 
the law enforcement class) and soon, officers arrived on the scene. What they saw was a woman 
with her throat slashed, After identification, the woman was found to be Mrs. Nellie Ward, wife of 
Mr. Monty Ward (portrayed by Mr. Anderson). Student quickly got to work collecting evidence and 
searching for clues. 

One major clue was a bloody finger print found on a McDonald’s food bag. This looked like a 
job for the lab. The finger print was sent to the biology class with the careful supervision of Mr. 
Holdeman. There, the print was processed and tested. The students found that the print belonged 
to none other than Mr. Joe Kool (commonly know to Lowell High School as Coach Kennedy.) 

Mr. Kool was arrested and charged with kidnapping and felony murder. Soon afterward his trial 
started. Lawyers from the personal law classes. Honorable Judge Kim Braden presided with the 
assistants of Lowell Town Judge Thomas Vanes. Mr. Kool was represented by Brandon Seramur and 
Kyle Kraatz. Prosecution was lead by Melissa Klahn and Christine Schmelter. Witnesses were brought 
to the stand, including Mr. Monty Ward. When he was on the stand, it came to light that Mr. Kool 
was a family friend of the Ward’s. Also coming to the surface was that Mr. Ward had just recently 
purchased a new insurance plan. Did Mr. Kool did it? Or was it a plot by Mr. Ward? The jurors had to 
decide. 

After about ten minutes of deliberation, the jurors came back. Their verdict- Not guilty. Mr. 
Kool was free to go.
